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Plans for 1,200 
homes rejected 


CAMPAIGNERS are 
celebrating after con¬ 
troversial plans to build 
up to 1,200 homes on 
land in northeast New¬ 
market were thrown 
out by the Secretary of 
State. 

Lord Derby’s proposals to 
build homes, shops, rest¬ 
aurants and employment 
space at Hatchfield Farm off 
Fordham Road have been 
turned down by Eric Pickles 
following a planning inquiry 
held last summer. 

The fight at the inquiry was 
taken up by Save Historic 
Newmarket, the Tattersalls 
Group, whose members inclu¬ 
ded the Jockey Club Estates 
and Godolphin, and Forest 
Heath District Council. 

Rachel Hood, of Save His¬ 
toric Newmarket, said: “The 
decision protects thousands 
of good jobs in Newmarket 
and racing provides hundreds 
of millions of pounds of 
revenue in the local economy. 
The rejection of Lord Derby’s 
speculative Hatchfield Farm 
scheme has protected New¬ 
market’s unique ecosystem 
which is fragile. 
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“It’s wonderful for New¬ 
market and racing and it’s 
about community. 

“The community joined 
together to stop an out-of- 
town developer ruining what 
we have here.” 

Edmond Mahony, chair¬ 
man of Tattersalls, said: “It is a 
triumph for the town of New¬ 
market, for the racing industry 
and for common sense. 

“Lord Derby’s application to 
build 1,200 houses on Hatch- 
field Farm has been un¬ 
animously rejected by Forest 
Heath District Council plan¬ 
ning committee, Newmarket 
Town Council and now by the 
planning inspector and the 
Secretary of State who should 
both be congratulated for 
acting so decisively and with 
such clarity.” 

Hugh Anderson, chief op¬ 
erating officer of Godolphin, 
said: “The proposal for the 
land at Hatchfield Farm was 
totally inappropriate from the 
outset. 

“It needed to be strongly 
resisted if Newmarket was to 
be preserved as the world’s

best racehorse training and breeding 
centre.” 

Matthew Hancock, West Suffolk’s 
MR said: “The inspector has upheld 
the decision of the council that 1,200 
houses is wrong for Newmarket, and 
would harm its economy, which is 
intertwined with its role as the global 
home of horse racing.” 

Lord Derby’s representatives had 
argued during the inquiry that Forest 
Heath had to deliver 10,100 homes 
between 2001 and 2031, as well as 
employment land. They said 
Newmarket was the obvious location 
for new development in the district 
and the northeast of the town was 
the only realistic place for it. 

But parts of the policy which laid 
out where the homes should be built 
in Forest Heath were quashed by the 
High Court last April and a review is 
set to be completed by December 
next year. 

The appeal report said: “...the 
secretary of state agrees in the 
absence of a spatial distribution and 
no clear requirement for 1,200 dwell¬ 
ings in this location in the devel¬ 
opment plan, it would be premature 
to permit this strategic scheme on a 
site which may or may not be chosen 
when properly evaluated through 
the democratic development plan 
process.” 

A spokeswoman for Forest Heath 
District Council said: “Forest Heath 
will be considering the implication 
of the planning inspector’s decision 
during the coming weeks. 

“We are starting to carry out a 
review of the number of new homes 
we need in the district, and where 
they should be built, so we will now 
look at that decision in detail. 
Consultation with people who live 
and work in Forest Heath will be an 
important part of that review.” 

Lord Derby said: “Though disapp¬ 
ointed with the Secretary of State’s 
decision, I am pleased both he and 
the inspector concluded the propos¬ 
al would not have had an adverse 
impact on the horse racing industry, 
despite what has been repeatedly 
claimed. Similarly they found no 
fault with the highway proposals. 

“They also confirmed Newmarket 
is the most sustainable town in the 
district, the housing needs of which 
could still, I believe, be served by 
Hatchfield. I will now be taking the 
time to digest more fully the inspect¬ 
or’s report, before deciding on any 
future course of action.”

Concern over 
care provision 


CONCERNED patients 
and relatives have spoken 
out about the axing of 
Newmarket’s out of hours 
healthcare base. 

People attended a town 
council meeting on Monday to 
hear from Dr Paul Watson, chief 
executive of NHS Suffolk, and Dr 
David Lee, regional medical 
director for Harmoni, the 
provider of the service for 
people in medical need during 
evenings, weekends and bank 
holidays. 

The primary care base at 
Newmarket Hospital was closed 
on February 1. Since then, 185 
patients have travelled to 
appointments in Mildenhall, 
Bury St Edmunds or Haverhill. 

Tracey Peel, from Cheveley, 
who spoke at the meeting, said 
she had driven her 76-year-old 
father, Doug Smith, 75 miles on 
a Saturday in February to and 
from different medical centres. 

They called the out-of-hours 
phone number at 8.30am and 
drove 40 minutes to Mildenhall 
for an 11am appointment. The 
surgery was closed and a 
shopkeeper directed them to 
another clinic in the town where 
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they waited 35 minutes. It was 
suggested they go to West Suffolk 
Hospital, where Mr Smith spent 
three hours before he was told to 
see his GP on the Monday and 
his daughter returned to collect 
him. 

Cllr Warwick Hirst said the 
equality impact assessment 
carried out for the new model 
had not included in is criteria 
the effect on those without 
transport. 

He said: “Your consultation 
has been awful, the criteria has 
been very poor and the 
individual cases we have had 
back have been quite shocking 
in terms of people not being 
able to get to see a doctor.” 

Dr Lee said 61 patients had 
been offered home visits while 
six patients had had to travel for 
longer than 30 minutes, the 
standard required by NHS 
Suffolk, to an appointment. 

Each case where the require¬ 
ment is not met, he said, is 
analysed and said they were 
being heavily scrutinised during 
the three-month trial of the new 


model in Suffolk. 

Dr Watson said it was not 
realistic for everyone in Suffolk 
to expect a home visit because it 
would draw money away from 
other services and the quality of 
the doctors would be lower. 

He said he understood the 
service for Newmarket residents 
was not as accessible as it had 
been before the introduction of 
the new model. 

But he said: “We are trying to 
make difficult decisions and 
balancing what will give the best 
access for patients in West 
Suffolk as a whole.” 

He said people without trans¬ 
port would have to rely on 
friends, relatives or taxis. 

Dr Watson added: “We have 
reached the judgement it would 
be an unwise use of public 
money to sign an open cheque 
for taxi fares, given what we 
would have to do to generate the 
money. 

“I would have to reduce ser¬ 
vices somewhere else in order to 
generate the money.”

Screwdriver 
attack addict 
faces prison 


A HEROINE addict has 
been found guilty of 
stabbing a man in the 
back with a screwdriver. 

A jury found Simon 
Maddox, of High Street, 
Burwell, guilty of 
assault occasioning 
actual bodily harm 
yesterday at Cambridge 
Crown Court last 
Friday. 

Judge Gareth Haw- 
kesworth told Maddox 
a custodial sentence 
will be the most likely 
outcome following the 
case. 

The incident happ¬ 
ened on April 7 last year 
when the 30-year-old 
assaulted a fitter who 
was installing CCTV in 
the Lloyds Pharmacy, 
below where Maddox 
lived. 

Maddox came down 
and told the men who 
were working in the 
shop installing the new 
system to be quiet, the 
court heard during the 
trial. 

A few minutes later, 
when one of the engin¬ 
eers went to his van 
parked outside the 
High Street shop, 
Maddox returned to the 
forecourt and launched 
an attack on another 
fitter, Daniel Cawood. 

The court was told he 
put Mr Cawood into a 
headlock and was very 
aggressive. He then 
went on to stab him in 
the back between his 
shoulders “three or four 
times” with a screw 
driver. 

When Neil Varney - 
the fitter standing by 
his van - saw what was 
going on, he made a 
move on Maddox’s 
hand and got him to 
release the screwdriver. 

The fitters returned 
to the pharmacy and 
locked the front doors 
before police were 
called. 


Following the verdict, 
Jonathan Masters, 
defending, saidMaddox 
had ADHD, was addic¬ 
ted to heroin and had 
been on a methadone 
prescription for two 
years. 

Prosecutor Duncan 
O’Donnell also told the 
court how Maddox had 
five previous offences, 
many involving wea¬ 
pons. 

He said one incident 
in 2003 saw Maddox 
drive in front of a 
tractor and then attack 
it with a baseball bat. 

Two incidents in 2006 
involved Maddox 
chasing a car with a 
metal bar and hitting it. 

In 2009, a delivery 
driver parked across the 
driveway to Maddox’s 
house and he res¬ 
ponded by picking up 
and axe and con¬ 
fronting the driver with 
it before hitting the van. 

A statement from one 
of the women who 
works in the pharmacy 
was read out following 
the verdict and it 
suggested there was a 
history of “nuisance 
behaviour” from 
Maddox, Mr O’Donnell 
said. 

It also stated: “He is 
not the sort of man I 
would like to bump into 
in a dark alleyway.” 

Judge Hawkesworth 
said: “Your previous 
offending does show a 
troubling pattern and 
aggression on your 
part, which needs 
attending to. 

“The most likely 
outcome of these 
proceedings will be a 
custodial sentence.” 

Maddox was released 
on conditional bail 
until he is sentenced, 
which will not be before 
April 16.

Olympic torch honour 
for brave teen Aaron 

A BOY who was left fighting for 
his life after a road accident in 
2008 has been selected as an 
Olympic torchbearer. 

Aaron Bettoney, then 10, was hit by 
a car while cycling near his home in 
Red Lodge and suffered head injuries 
so severe doctors did not know if he 
would survive. 

He was airlifted to hospital by the 
East Anglian Air Ambulance and spent 
weeks recovering - first at Adden- 
brooke’s, then at West Suffolk Hospital 
in Bury St Edmunds. 

But incredibly, the only long-term 
consequence of Aaron’s accident has 
been loss of hearing in one ear. 

And the 13-year-old karate black 
belt is now looking forward to carry¬ 
ing the torch in Aylsham, Norfolk, on 
luly 4. 

Aaron’s mum, Karen, a dental 
receptionist, put his name forward 
because of how he dealt with his 
experience. 

She said: “After his accident, I just 
thought he deserved to do something 
nice because of the way he dealt with 
it and got himself back on track. 

“He got himself through his black 
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belt - everybody thought he was not 
going to survive at one point.” 

Aaron, a student at Mildenhall 
College of Technology, said: “It’s just 
an honour to take part in this once-in- 
a-lifetime opportunity event. It’s good 
because when the Olympics are back 
here, I will be too old to do it.” 

He said he will be watching the 
Games at home after not getting tick¬ 
ets, but said the chance to carry the 
torch would be an even greater privil¬ 
ege than seeing them first-hand. 

He said: “I think carrying the torch 
is a great honour, whereas sitting in a 
stadium watching your team is an 
honour, but not as much of an honour 
as carrying the torch.” 

Aaron will take part in the 70-day 
relay with the 7,999 other torch- 
bearers selected out of the tens of 
thousands of people nominated for 
the task. 

Five of the seven people who will 
carry the flame through Newmarket 
on Saturday, July 7 were announced 
on Monday, March 19.

100 jobs at threat 
as food firm goes 
into administration 

A BUSINESS which employs 100 people in 
Newmarket has gone into administration. 

DBC Foodservice, a wholesale food 
service supplier whose customers include 
more than 180 private schools and the 
Ministry of Defence, posted a message on 
its website on Tuesday. 

It said: “The affairs, business and 
property of the company are being 
managed by the joint administrators who 
act as agents of the company and without 
personal liability.” 

A tenth of the firm’s 1,000-strong 
workforce is employed at the Studlands 
Park Industrial Estate in Newmarket. 

Baker Tilly, the firm’s administrators, 
said they had been working with DBC’s 
management team to find a buyer for 
the whole business but their efforts had 
not succeeded. 

They said discussions were taking 
place with different parties interested in 
buying parts of the business and said 
more developments were likely in the 
coming days. 

Russell Cash, Baker Tilly’s 
restructuring and recovery partner and 
joint administrator, said: “We are in 
discussions with a number of interested 
parties, some of which are at an 
advanced stage. We are hopeful that we 
will be able to secure a future for certain 
areas of the business.”

A spokeswoman for Serco said 
whether a private, public or third 
sector organisation was providing 
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the services, the same standards 
would be applied to measure the 
performance of each. 

She said: “It does not matter 
whether you are a private sector 
provider or a public sector provi¬ 
der, it’s all about delivering a high 
quality service.” 

Dr Paul Watson, chief executive 
of NHS Suffolk, said the services 
would remain a part of the NHS 
contract. 

He said: “We have been deter¬ 
mined to find the very best organi¬ 
sation to manage these community 
services in the future to provide 
benefit and opportunity to our 
patients and staff. 

“Serco has been carefully select¬ 
ed and has provided us with a de¬ 
tailed proposal, giving rigorous 
evidence of its experience as a 
service provider and its vision and 


innovative plans for further imp¬ 
roving our community services. 

“We are confident it will ensure 
our patients continue to receive 
well-managed, effective services, 
with a constant focus on improving 
quality, and delivering value for 
money for the taxpayer.” 

NHS Suffolk said the move was 
in line with Department of Health 
guidance which states primary care 
trusts will commission rather than 
provide community services. 

Paul Forden, managing director, 
acute and community services for 
Serco, said: “We believe we have 
created an exciting and visionary 
delivery model for Suffolk commu¬ 
nity health by ensuring the patient 
is at the heart of the service and 
empowering clinicians to spend 
more time caring. Our integrated 
model of care is possible by bring¬ 
ing together the best of the NHS, 
voluntary and private sector.”

Henry aims 
to break 
marathon 
world record 

A FITNESS instructor who braved 
six marathons in a week has raised 
almost £1,500 for great causes. 

Henry Taylor, who works at 
Newmarket Leisure Centre, 
completed Chile’s gruelling 250k 
Atacama Crossing race in about 37 
hours over seven days and the 
money made will be handed to the 
Alzheimer’s Society and Racing 
Welfare. 

Henry, from Burwell, said: “I 
have had a couple of family 
members who have been affected 
by dementia so that charity is close 
to my and my family’s heart. With 
Racing Welfare, I wanted to do 
something for a charity that does a 
lot for people in the local 
community and that is probably the 
one that does most for people 
around Newmarket as far as I 
know.” 

He said the altitude and some 
terrain had made for a tough race 
and he was pleased to complete it. 

Henry added: “It went really 
well. The main thing was I finished 
which is good, because there are 
normally a few people that drop 
out.” 

A knee injury he sustained three 
or four weeks before the event 
earlier this month threatened to 
stop him taking part and he only 
got the go-ahead for the race a day 


or two before he was due to fly out. 

He said: “The Sports Injury 
Clinic helped me out massively. It’s 
pretty much thanks to them I was 
able to do it. My knee actually held 
up quite well so it was pretty 
fortunate.” 

The race which took place 
earlier this month follows hot on 
the heels of China’s 250k Gobi 
March Henry completed in June 
with close friend Dominic Salmon. 
The pair raised about £3,500 for 


the Alzheimer’s charity and the 
Teenage Cancer Trust. 

Henry, 24, hopes to complete the 
remaining two 250k 4 Deserts 
events, Egypt’s Sahara Race and 
the Last Desert in Antarctica, 
before the end of the year and 
become the youngest person to 
complete them all. 

He said: “The youngest person 
currently is 26 so I would just be 
beating that by a couple of years. 
There are actually a couple of 


people that may be going for all 
four this year.” 

But the Australian and American 
contenders are slightly younger 
than him, so if they do all four this 
year they could pip him to the post. 

The next challenge will take 
Henry to Egypt in October and he 
will again raise money for the 
Alzheimer’s Society and Racing 
Welfare.

Cheveley 

CHEVELEY PARISH COUNCIL: The council 
held a number of additional meetings during 
February in the hope of reducing the 
excessive backlog and workload that had 
built up as a consequence of its inability to 
convene during the second half of 2011. 

There is a wider base of councillors from 
both wards that in turn allows the council to 
benefit and draw upon individual expertise 
and group resources. By sharing workload 
with working parties and individual 
councillor delegation it is hoped that the 
council as a body will be able to focus on 
and underpin community action and other 
voluntary groups that make positive impacts 
on parish infrastructure including public 
transport issues and the revitalisation of the 
pavilion and recreation ground in Cheveley 
during 2012. 

There remain four vacancies, two in each 
ward at Cheveley Parish Council. Anyone 
who is willing to contribute positively to 
community projects and local issues are 
warmly invited to apply. For more 
information visit the council’s website 


www.cheveley-pc.org.uk or contact the 
clerk. 

After much debate occurring over a 
number of months and with due 
consideration to recommendations made by 
a number of competent authorities in 
consultation with the council it was agreed 
to adopt nationally recognised standing 
orders, financial regulations and other 
policies and procedures that align Cheveley 
Parish Council to agreed standards and 
lawful practice. It is anticipated that by 
improving internal governance in areas such 
as finance and budgetary control, policy and 
procedure will in turn assist in good 
effective and rational decision making by 
council and offer continuity between 
administrations. It is anticipated that this 
approach will help the council in the longer 
term to achieve Quality Parish (QP) status. 

No complaints have been received by the 
council concerning the parish rates 
(precept) increase for 2012-13 that equates 
to just over £5 per elector per year in 
monetary (real) terms but concedes that a 
minority have commented negatively that 
this represents a 17% increase over last 


year’s parish rates request. 

The adoption of current policies and 
procedures are important in the short term 
as these will allow council to apply for many 
grants and funding revenue streams, as well 
as giving access to additional statutory 
powers, previously denied under its old style 
governance. 

This pre-emptive action has been taken 
by the council to assist in ameliorating any 
potential revenue deficits in its budget for 
2012-13 that may arise as a consequence 
of council’s desire to respond to the 
community’s wishes to improvements in 
community services, provide parish 
maintenance and supporting voluntary 
groups working within the parish. 

Importantly and in the future it is the desire 
of the council to reduce tax burdens on its 
residents by establishing and finding 
alternate sustainable revenue resources and 
incomes outside of the parish rates. The 
council therefore hopes this strategy and 
any short term difficulties in this investment 
will ultimately have both positive fiscal and 
social impact on residents in Cheveley. 

Cheveley Parish Council as a 


consequence of these strategic changes 
welcomes an initiative by Cambridgeshire 
Acre to bring a community oil buying 
scheme to Cheveley offering residents 
substantial savings. Details of this scheme 
together with those changes to policies and 
procedures will be publicised on the website 
in due course. 

Cheveley also welcomes CGM 
Landscapes Ltd as its new contractor 
providing grass cutting and maintenance 
service to the parish, having negotiated a 
three-year fixed price contract. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council is 
producing a questionnaire concerning long 
term strategic land use within Cheveley and 
the council, together with assistance from 
the Cheveley Pavilion Working Group, will be 
distributing this to every household in 
Cheveley in the near future. Residents are 
strongly encouraged to respond as this 
affects all residents now and for the next 20 
years. More information will be provided on 
notice-boards and the website. 

The next parish council meeting will be held 
on Tuesday, April 10, in the community 
room at Cheveley School at 7.30pm. 



















THE father of murdered school¬ 
girl Holly Wells will run the Lon¬ 
don Marathon in tribute to his 
daughter, and to raise money 
for a charity helping grief- 
stricken families. 

Kevin Wells will team up with 
friend Rob Wright to battle round 
the capital on April 22. 

Holly, who would have been 21 
this year, and friend Jessica Chap¬ 
man were killed by school 
caretaker Ian Huntley. The 10- 
year-olds, both wearing Man¬ 
chester United shirts, vanished 
after leaving a family barbecue at 
the Wells house in Soham, in 
August 2002. 

In 2003, Huntley was jailed for 
life. Towards the end of the trial 
Mr Wells and wife Nicola became 
aware of a charity called Grief 
Encounter, being set up with the 
aim of supporting families whose 
loved ones had died, especially 
young people who had lost a 
sibling. 

Mr Wells, 48, who runs a win¬ 
dow cleaning business, agreed to 
become founding patron. 

He said: “We have met some 
extraordinary people through 
Grief Encounter. There are 
awful cases the counsellors have 
worked with, heart-rending stuff, 
and the charity’s services are 
oversubscribed. I want to do 
more to help. 

“Not only is this year the 10th 
anniversary of Holly, it’s also 
Olympic year, and I realised it 
was a great opportunity to 
trumpet the charity, and do 
something positive to mark the 
anniversary.” 

The Wells family home is 
named Holly House. In the 
lounge is the photo of Holly and 
Jessica in football strips that 
became famous worldwide. 

Mr Wells said: “I don’t want to 
talk about what it has been like 
the past 10 years, not now. I want 
to keep things focused on the run 
and the charity.” 

Father-of-two Mr Wright, 38, a 
heating engineer from Dul- 
lingham, said: “I’ve not done a 
marathon before, but it’s such a 
good cause.”

Teenager started fire 
at city centre bank 


A TEENAGE arsonist from 
Newmarket who set fire to a bank 
did so in a “moment of complete 
stupidity”, a court was told. 

Thousands of pounds of damage 
was caused to the Santander branch 
in Trinity Street, Cambridge, as a 
result of the 17-year-old’s actions. 

Three fire crews battled the 
flames and spent five hours making 
the building in the busy city centre 
safe, and police had to close the 
road for one hour. 

Gonville and Caius students 
living in accommodation above the 
branch also had to leave their flats 
during the incident. 

The youth, who cannot be named 
for legal reasons, pleaded guilty to 
arson at an earlier hearing. 

At Cambridge Youth Court last 
week Penny Cannon, prosecuting, 
said staff discovered the fire at the 
back of the building at about 2pm. 

Mrs Cannon said fire officers 
discovered the blaze was started by 
paper being set alight. 

At a previous court hearing, 
damage was estimated at £3,000 to 


£4,000 and it was said following the 
incident on the afternoon of 
Wednesday, February 1, the bank 
remained closed until the following 
Monday. 

In mitigation, Jacqui Appleton 
said: “This was not a calculated or 
premeditated attack. It was a 
moment of complete stupidity by a 
17-year-old boy who has never been 
in trouble before.” 

The youth told magistrates: “I’m 
sorry for my actions and it was 
stupid of me. I didn’t think about 
the consequences.” 

Sentencing him, presiding 
magistrate Mary Duff said: “The 
police have charged you with arson 
and that’s very serious and the 
consequences could have been far 
worse than they were. 

“It was a thoughtless and reckless 
act of a teenager who was acting in 
an immature way.” 

Magistrates sentenced the 
teenager to a 12-month youth 
rehabilitation order and ordered he 
pay £85 costs.

He said: “Last year 
we saw four fatalities 
in Suffolk where the 
driver or passenger 
was not wearing a 
seatbelt, so having 40 
people stopped is still 
far too many. 

“Failing to wear a 
seatbelt is a major 
factor in reducing the 
likelihood of being 
killed or seriously 
injured and should 
not be 

underestimated.”

New chairman of library group pledges 
to help service flourish for years to come 


A NEW chairman has been 
appointed to the organisation 
taking over the running of 
Suffolk’s libraries. 

Shona Bendix is taking the 
reins at the Industrial and 
Provident Society (IPS), which 
Suffolk County Council agreed 
in December would run the 
county’s 44 libraries in 
partnership with local groups. 

Pilots with six community 
groups are under develop¬ 
ment and it is envisaged a 
local group will help run each 
library. 

The local groups will make 
up the membership of the IPS 
and will elect board members 
to replace those appointed to 
the interim board within 18 
months. 


Ms Bendix said: “The 
people I’m working with in 
the IPS and library service 
share a very strong and very 
clear aim - to do what’s best 
for the future of the service. 

“This fundamental prin¬ 
ciple is what’s driving all of us 
to do what we can to make 
sure our much-loved libraries 
are able to flourish and contin¬ 
ue to be well-used for decades 
to come. I’m very much look¬ 
ing forward to working in 
partnership with the board, 
library groups and the public 
to turn those ambitions into 
reality.” 

She is taking over from Clive 
Fox, the inaugural chairman 
of the IPS. He said: “With such 
a dedicated and committed 


team of professional employ¬ 
ees across the whole service, I 
am sure libraries in Suffolk 
have a secure future ahead. 

“I am pleased to have been 
able to make a contribution 
since last autumn, both as 
part of the local library group 
in Aldeburgh and as IPS 
chairman. 

“I’ve always known that, 
going forward, it will be dif¬ 
ficult to manage the increas¬ 
ing time commit-ments 
required of the chairman 
alongside the other voluntary 
and professional roles I have. 

Tve achieved what I set out 
to achieve and I’m very proud 
of that. Now’s the time for a 
new chairman to lead the IPS 
to the next stage and I wish 


them well in that endeavour.” 

Cllr ludy Terry, portfolio 
holder for libraries at Suffolk 
County Council, said: “Shona 
is an experienced and well- 
respected person and I’m 
confident her strong leader¬ 
ship will have a positive 
impact on the library service 
as we work to secure its 
future.” 

The new structure is 
expected to cost at most 
£652,000 to establish and 
£2,474,000 less a year to run 
than in 2010/11.

Three men

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I won my I ife back from 
the spectre of alcohol 



I MADE plenty 
more mistakes, 
but that was the 
first. 

I couldn’t 
understand what 
had happened; I 
couldn’t be an 
alcoholic. 
Everything was 
going wrong, yet my 
drinking habits and 
desires had not 
changed from my 
earliest drinking 
days. I didn’t realise 
that was the 
problem. 

The first time my 
parents actually allowed 
me to drink was at a 
family barbecue when I 
was 14. Though, like any 
self-respecting 
adolescent, I had been 
drunk without their 
knowledge several times 
before. 

After finishing my 
allotted can of beer I 
stole an unattended 
crate of alcopops, feeling 
no more compunction 
about it than if I had 
taken food from the 
fridge. 

I didn’t see anything 
wrong with drinking the 
bottles alone in my room

over the next couple of 
weeks. I didn’t want to 
drink alone: I was forced 
to out of necessity. I 
wouldn’t have been 
allowed to if I asked 
permission. After all, I 
came from a good home 
with loving parents who 
drank very little. The 
desire to drink was 
inherent in me from the 
start. I wanted to be 
drunk as soon as I knew 
what drunk was. 

By 18 I was drinking to 
get drunk at every 
opportunity. That was 
what we did, and it was 
fun. Free of all concern. 

You don’t have to think 
about consequences at 
18, especially not 
regarding your health. It 
isn’t supposed to be the 
first year’s heavy 
drinking that causes 
problems, it’s the next 
20, and in that limited 
sense, we were 
invincible. 

But I was wrong. A few 
years would pass before 
endless health problems 
- that even I couldn’t 
turn a blind eye to - 


began. 

Problems with my 
heart precipitated 
several emergency trips 
to hospital. I’d lie in 
terror, feeling its beats 
petering out, thinking I 
was going to die. Often 
I’d stay at home and 
keep drinking to ease the 
symptoms and the fear. 

My brain was racked 
by the daily agony of 
migraines caused by 
exhaustion, abuse and a 
vascular system already 
so damaged by alcohol I 
often spontaneously 
haemorrhaged, blood 
streaming from my nose 
without warning. 

My body was falling 
apart. Drink had ruined 
me. I was 25. 

Then there was the 
depression. Alcohol no 
longer made me happy 
yet I continued to drink, 
thinking it would. I 
drank until I was beyond 
drunk every day, almost 
exclusively alone now. 

Half a year before I 
stopped drinking, I 
called in on my parents 
after a day’s solitary 


binge on Parker’s Piece. 
My dad found me in the 
kitchen, very drunk, 
about 6pm. Concerned, 
and ignorant of my usual 
drinking habits, he told 
me I shouldn’t be drunk 
so early in the day. 

I turned to face him 
with blank eyes. ‘Better 
than killing myself,’ I 
said, silencing him. 

I only called AA once I 
understood I had no 
option but to stop 
drinking or to die. I sat 
down in my first 
meeting, hands shaking 
so badly I spilled tea all 
down myself. Only one 
thought passed through 
my mind: ‘If you manage 
not to drink it proves you 
are not an alcoholic. If 
you prove you are not an 
alcoholic you can keep 
drinking.’ 

Such was my double¬ 
think logic. Prevarication 
and denial are an 
alcoholic’s arsenal and 
my guns were fully 
loaded. 

Somehow I survived 
that first night without 
drinking. Waking out of a 


tremulous half-sleep 
next morning, I got up 
and went to my first shift 
in the pub. Detox sweat 
soaked my clothes. My 
long, lank hair stuck to 
my face until the 
manager asked me to tie 
it up. 

Pouring the first pint 
was a torture I’ll never 
forget. I hadn’t had a 
drink for more than 24 
hours and there I stood, 
in a pub, beer in hand, 
fresh from the barrel, 
poured for someone 
else. I nearly cried: I was 
on the wrong side of the 
bar. 

That night everything 
changed. I went to my 
second meeting and 
received proof I was an 
alcoholic. The floor was 
open for anyone to 
speak and one man felt 
like sharing. 

He said he had been 
living near a public toilet 
block and, aside from 
the same clothes that he 
had been wearing for six 
months, he had only had 
two things left in his 
possession: a sieve and a 
plug. He was vomiting so 
regularly he’d go into the 
toilets, block a sink, 
vomit into the sieve, 
remove any solids and 
re-drink the stomach 
juice so as not to waste

the alcohol. 

My immediate reaction 
to that terrible story was 
shock - shock that I 
hadn’t thought of such a 
simple, obvious, brilliant 
idea myself. 

Then the full 
realisation of what I had 
thought hit me. I knew I 
was an alcoholic. 

It was a major 
breakthrough. The 
moment you can say ‘I 
am an alcoholic’ is the 
famous First Step. I saw 
that I had never been in 
control and felt a new 
determination grow 
within me and, 
increasingly, a new 
despair: I could never 
drink again. 

The next two weeks 
passed in a blur of 
physical upheaval. I 
didn’t sleep. Sweat 
gushed out of every pore; 
a lifetime’s alcoholic 
gunk flooding from me. 

I drank five litres of 
water a day and still felt 
dehydrated. I was 
gripped by constipation 
and ate huge meals and 
three Yorkie bars a day, 
just to keep my energy 
levels up. With the loss of 
3,000 calories or more of 
alcohol every day I still 
lost lOlbs in my first two 
weeks without drink. 

Then I made my next 
big mistake. 

I stopped attending AA 
meetings. I’d been to 10 
and they felt like they’d 
done the trick. I wasn’t a 
huge fan of their format 
and thought I could 
handle it alone. 

Things quickly began 
to deteriorate. I became 
the cellar-man in the 
pub, personally handling 
the kegs and looking 
after the real ale. Then I 
began to encourage the 
girl I was seeing to drink 
so I could kiss her and 


taste the booze. 

By February, four 
months sober, I’d 
reached my limit. I 
walked home after a hard 
shift at the pub and 
couldn’t see how life 
could ever be good again. 
Alcohol once made life 
better. It made being me 
bearable. Now it was 
gone forever. It felt like I 
had lost my soul. 

I sat alone at home, 
saw a knife on the 
kitchen worktop and 
made up my mind that I 
would take my life. I 
paused at the last 
second, determined to 
make the right decision 
as there would be no 
going back. 

A part of me knew I 
wouldn’t always want to 
die. So I waited, gripped 
by uncertainty until it 
became near 
unendurable. It wasn’t 
the feeling of wanting to 
die that hurt, but the 
pain of forcing myself to 
live that was hell. 

I spent the next three 
days unable to go into 
the kitchen and near the 
knife and, consequently, 
couldn’t even walk 
through to the bathroom. 
I didn’t wash and had to 
urinate behind the hedge 
in front of my house. 

Thoughts of my friends 
and family finally 
brought me back. I 
remembered that there 
was love there and put 
the knife away, along 
with all thoughts of 
suicide. 

I realised that you can’t 
just stop drinking and 
expect to survive. I was 
living in abstinence -1 
wasn’t recovering from 
alcoholism. 

One of the biggest 
obstacles to recovery was 
now my job in the pub. I 
quit and swore never to 


serve a drink again. 

Now I am going to 
break my word. 

This week I will be 
pulling pints and 
pouring whiskey in the 
ADC Theatre as I play 
Brendan in The Weir. Set 
in a rural pub in Ireland, 
it involves constant 
drinking throughout. 

I wouldn’t have been 
able to play the part a 
year ago, though I 
suppose it does help that 
Conor McPherson’s play 
is as mesmerising and 
enjoyable as it is. The 
drinking - even of non¬ 
alcoholic stage drinks - 
would have been too 
much for me. 

Drinking there feels 
both oblique and entirely 
personal to me. Rather 
than burrow into my 
alcoholic personality as it 
once would have, it now 
reinforces what I already 
know - that I am an 
alcoholic. I am the same 
person now that I have 
always been and always 
will be. The only 
difference is I know how 
to be him now. 

After years of deluding 
myself that I was a 
normal drinker, I have 
since learnt that I was 
right in a respect in that I 
was the same as other 
drinkers, for no one 
drinks to stay the same. 

There will always be 
alcoholics. It can’t be 
helped. All we can do is 
make it as easy as 
possible for alcoholics to 
recognise what they are, 
and let them know that it 
is alright not to drink. It 
is even possible. That is 
true for everybody. 

Even now, despite 
everything, there are still 
days I want to drink, but 
there are no days that 
pass that I am not glad to 
be sober.

Pair who cheated 
school lose £480k 


MORE than £480,000 is to be 
confiscated from two 
directors of a company 
found guilty of cheating 
charities, schools and 
businesses. 

Among the victims of 
Christopher Boughton-Fox, 49, 
and lonathan Parrish, 43, at 
Business Telecom was West Row 
Primary School, which was 
persuaded to sign up for 
telephone equipment. 

The school near Mildenhall is 
to recover £6,477 from the 
fraudsters following a confis¬ 
cation hearing at Ipswich Crown 
Court. 

Both men had contested 
prosecution figures about how 
much they gained from their 


illegal activities and how much 
they should be forced to hand 
over. 

Financial investigators who 
have been studying seized 
documentation revealed what 
assets belonging to the former 
managing director and sales 
director remain during the three- 
day hearing which finished last 
Wednesday. 

ludge Peter Thompson ruled 
Boughton-Fox had benefited 
from the frauds by £1.3m and 
Parrish by £ 1.4m. 

Boughton-Fox was ordered to 
hand over his remaining assets, 
which total £179,000, while 
Parrish will forfeit the £304,991 
which remains in his bank 
accounts. 

If they fail to hand over the 


money within the next six 
months Boughton-Fox will have 
to serve an additional two-and-a- 
half years in prison and Parrish 
an additional three years and 
three months. 

The ex-directors were jailed in 
April last year, Boughton-Fox for 
seven years and Parrish for five 
and a half years. 

During their trial, it emerged 
that Boughton-Fox, of Thorpe St 
Andrew near Norwich and 
Parrish, of Reedham in Norfolk, 
had systematically lied to 
customers while sales staff 
pretended that the company was 
part of British Telecom. 

At one time Boughton-Fox was 
being paid a £600,000 salary 
while Parrish said he could earn 
£40,000 a month.

Rattigan's Brown study 


S ARA Crowe and James Wilby 
star in Terence Rattigan’s 
rediscovered gem, Less Than 
Kind - a play about family 
relationships which sparkles with 
classic Rattigan wit and wisdom. 

The play was revived last year as part of 
Rattigan’s centenary celebrations, enjoying 
a successful run at the Jermyn Street 
Theatre in London. 

The original 1944 play was extensively 
rewritten for Alfred Lunt and Lynn 
Fontanne with the title Love in Idleness and 
O Mistress Mine in the US. Since its 
rediscovery it has been published in a new 
Rattigan collection by Nick Hem. 

The play follows the Brown family, 
delving into the complex relationships 
between mothers and sons and the effects of 
time and change. 

Michael Brown has just returned from 
five years’ evacuation in Canada: an 
idealistic socialist, he is horrified to 
discover that his widowed mother, Olivia, is 
now living with Sir John Fletcher, married 
Tory MP and industrialist. The action 
centres on Olivia’s anguish as she is torn 
between her love for her son and for her 
new flame. 

Rattigan wrote 25 stage plays, plus 
numerous one-act plays, radio, television 
and film scripts which are still performed 
extensively worldwide. These include The 
Browning Version, The Winslow Boy (both of 
which played to great acclaim in Cambridge 
in 2009) and Separate Tables. His films also 
included The Prince and the Showgirl , 
which was the picture Lawrence Olivier 
attempted to shoot with Marilyn Monroe, as 
seen in the recent film, My Week with 
Marilyn.

It's a Chelsea first for Swift 


F OR a man making his 
debut at the illustrious 
Chelsea Flower Show 
this year, TV gardener Joe 
Swift seems remarkably 
relaxed, even though advice 
is being thrown at him from 
all directions. 

“Titchmarsh has been asking me 
for years when I was going to do a 
garden. Andy Sturgeon (a Chelsea 
gold medal winner and competitor 
at this year’s event), who’s a good 
friend of mine, has given me some 
good advice about the approach and 
organising yourself, how to deal 
with things on site and how to keep 
focused, because there are a lot of 
distractions.” 

He hasn’t so far encountered any 
of the feuding which can come with 
such a competitive show. 

Remember the bitter row a few 
years ago between Sturgeon and 
rival Diarmuid Gavin, who accused 
him of plagiarism? Or the time 
when Gavin fell out with 
Gardeners ’ Question Time panellist 
Bunny Guinness over the height of a 
wall? 

Swift remains unperturbed, 
although he is aware of the high 
level of competition which will 
ensue as the event draws nearer. 

“My landscaper said ‘the closer 
you get to the show, the more 
competitive others become’. But 
everyone's been unbelievably

supportive.” 

It has taken a year for his 
Homebase Teenage Cancer Trust 
garden to come to fruition. The 
inspiration for it comes from his 
vision of combining natural 
elements with city living. 

“Living in a city, you notice 
beautiful natural materials and are 
physically drawn to them. I have 
boulders, a huge wooden frame and 
running water in the show garden. 

“The idea is to connect the city 
and suburban dweller to those 
natural materials that might not be 
so prevalent in the city, where you 
get a lot of concrete and tarmac and 
other hard elements. 

“It’s incredibly relevant. City¬ 
cooling in the summer and creating 
more green space in the city is 
extremely important. 

“In a city space you want to keep 
the focus within the garden because 
you don't have the rolling hills 
beyond to tie in the extended 
landscape. 

“It’s all about creating key views 
within a garden, and you can do that 


in a small garden by placing key 
sculpture, plants and water here and 
there. 

“People need to think big in a 
small space. Don’t put loads of little 
things in a small garden. Put one or 
two big things in there to make a 
real impact.” 

Plants in his show garden will 
include trees such as stemmed 
Cornus Mas and Prunus ‘Amber 
Beauty’ alongside a London plane 
tree, all selected for their sculptural 
forms and the interesting colour and 
texture of their bark. 

He wants the garden to be 
aspirational, but recognises that 
visitors may want to take some 
aspect of the garden home with 
them. 

With this in mind, Homebase has 
launched The Chelsea Collection, a 
range of plants inspired by Swift’s 
design. 

“It’s important to be able to take 
elements of Chelsea home with you 
but it is the catwalk of design. Very 
few people are going to create a 
garden that’s on the level of Chelsea 
but I think there are loads of ideas 
for planting areas and ways of using 
sculpture and furniture that people 
should be inspired by.” 

Oranges, acid yellows, 
burgundies and rust-coloured 
flowers combine to create a warm 
colour palette in his garden. 

Many are currently under glass 
and will be in and out of the 
greenhouse on a daily basis to 


ensure they are perfect for May. 

Iris, geums, potentillas, roses, 
libertia and grevilleas all feature, 
some of which can be easily grown 
in this country. 

“There has to be an element of 
sustainability but some of these 
plants aren’t hardy,” he admits. 

“But it is a climate change garden 
to a degree. Four cedarwood frames 
will be coming from Germany, 
while the stone, boulders, walling 
and gravel mulch are from Yorkshire 
and the perennials are British 
grown.” 

The RHS has extremely high 
criteria of entry, demanding details 
of design, landscaping, material 
sourcing and budget. 

“It’s interesting being on the 
other side of the ropes,” he says. 

“The scariest thing for me is 
getting my planting right. I feel 
quite confident about the garden 
design. There’s a lot of hard 
structure and it’s trying to 
counterbalance that with some 
really lovely, original planting.” 

He says he’s not too worried 
about being awarded any medals. 

“It's not like I've got two or three 
Chelsea golds in the past so there's 
not something to live up to. I just 
want to build a garden I’m happy 
with. A medal isn't the most 
important thing to me.”

A new flat racing season sees a new face at 
the helm of Newmarket Racecourses. Amy 
Starkey has taken over as managing director after 
Stephen Wallis left to take up a position as group 
director of international and racing relations at Jockey 
Club Racecourses. 

And while Starkey may be a new name to Newmarket, 
she is more than familiar with the region. 

She held the post of managing director at Huntingdon 
Racecourse from 2005 to 2008, before spending four 
years in the same role at Kempton Park. 

"I've always liked the area and spent three great years 
at Huntingdon, but I can't even begin to tell you how 
honoured I am to be able to run both courses at 
Newmarket," said the 30-year-old. "I love racing, and to 
be at the home of racing is a great honour and accolade 
- it's more than I dreamed of and it's still sinking in. 

"I think the experiences that I have gained in seven 
years at the Jockey Club stand me in great stead for 
Newmarket. And I'm looking forward to not only top 
Flat racing but also the heritage and history of 
Newmarket, as well as Newmarket Nights. 

"Both Stephen (Wallis) and Lisa (Hancock) did an 
amazing job, so I have big boots to fill." 

Along with overseeing the Rowley Mile and the July 
Course, Starkey's remit includes looking after the QIPCO 
Guineas Festival, the Piper Heidsieck July Festival, 

Future Champions Day and the Cambridgeshire and 
Cesarewitch - a prospect she describes as "amazing". 



And within that are the showpiece QIPCO 2000 and 
1000 Guineas and the Darley July Cup. 

"They are the cream of the crop of the Flat racing 
around the world," she said. "I would certainly like 
to build on my experiences, and I want to work with 
the team and work collectively to build ideas. 

"I have always strived to do the best job I can 
possibly do - I love racing and love managing 
racecourses. Every penny we make at the Jockey 
lub is reinvested in to racecourses, it makes it very 
satisfying as a racing fan." 

he challenge of the first Classics of the season at the 
5 CO Guineas Festival are just round the corner in 
y, and Starkey said: "I think it's the excitement, 
nticipation and what it's all about. 

"It's hugely exciting off the back of Frankel's 
absolutely amazing win, and we're looking forward 
to a really exciting two day's racing this year. 

"We're doing a two-for-one offer (until April 1) in 
the 1000 Guineas so that more people can hopefully 
come along and we can broaden the appeal." 

Starkey reflected on her spell at Kempton Park, and 
looked forward at the same time. 

She said: "It will stay with me for a long time, like 
in 2011 when Kauto Star made history winning the 
King George VI Chase for a fifth time. 

"That will live with me forever, and we're hoping to 
have many days like that at Newmarket."

W ILLIAM HAGGAS' FIRST job in 

Newmarket saw him washing cars, 
mowing lawns and pouring drinks for top 
trainer Jeremy Hindley. 

That was in 1980, with the enthusiastic 
Yorkshireman doing just about whatever was 
required to help him get ahead in racing. 

Fast forward 32 years and Haggas is very much 
established at the top end of his chosen profession - 
a point backed by the fact that he has recently 
become head of the National Trainers' Federation. 

With a Derby win, a victory with Dancing Rain in 
last year's Oaks and a host of other high-profile 
triumphs to his name, Haggas hasn't half come a 
long way since those early days doing chores for 
Hindley. 

Indeed, 2011 was a mighty year for Haggas and 
his Fordham Road-based string. There were no fewer 
than 77 winners, with stars such as Dancing Rain 
(two Oaks triumphs and a romp in the Filly and 
Mare Stakes on QIPCO British Champions Day), 
Green Destiny (Dubai Duty Free Arc Trial and 
Strensall Stakes), Entifaadha (Acomb Stakes) and 
Beaten Up (St Simon Stakes) all making their mark. 

Not surprisingly, Haggas is wondering what he 
can do for an encore. 

"How do you keep it going?" he mused. "This 
time last year Dancing Rain had only been second 
in a maiden, Green Destiny had won a handicap off 
82 and neither Beaten Up or Entifaadha had ever 
run. 

"If you'd have told me then that they'd win seven 
Group races between them, I'd have said you're 
mad. I didn't see them coming and, hopefully, 
something good will come along this year." 

Dual Group Three winner Green Destiny joined 
the exodus of horses sold abroad this winter, but the 
other stars of Somerville - Dancing Rain, Beaten Up 
and Entifaadha - are set to do battle for another 
year. 

Haggas outlined: "Dancing Rain had a winter 
break and hasn't been in long, but I am happy with 
her. She will be trained for the Coronation Cup 
before perhaps a tilt at the King George. 

"Beaten Up will run off the plane in the Sheema 
Classic on Dubai World Cup night (Saturday). He's 
in good shape and if we get him there fit and well 
and with no travel complications he could run very 
well. 

"He has come a long way and I was impressed 
with his win at Newbury last October where he beat 
a proper yardstick in Al Kazeem very easily. 

"Entifhaada goes for the UAE Derby (also on 
Dubai World Cup night). I was a little disappointed 
that he didn't win on his reappearance, although he 
went very close, only being beaten a nose. 

"We are going to run in a visor as he has had it on 
at home and it focuses him. The step up to a mile 
and a quarter should suit." 

Haggas is talking from within his Somerville 
Lodge where he has been with his wife Maureen - 
daughter of legendary jockey Lester Piggott - since 
1986, following two years as pupil assistant with Sir 
Mark Prescott and four years with Johnny Winter. 

"It's changed a bit since then," said Haggas with a 
more than a touch of understatement. 

"When I started looking for a yard, everywhere 
was full and there was nowhere for sale except this 
place. It was full of squatters and hadn't been lived 
in for a number of years. We bought a shell which 
had 21 proper stables and six wooden boxes." 

Haggas recalls launching under his own name 
with a team of 19 horses -12 of them were owned 
by him. If it appeared a risky venture, the gamble 
has proved to be well worthwhile. 

He now has a string of 130-plus horses and is 
supported by some of the most influential and 
powerful owners in racing. Such success did not

come overnight. Indeed, it did not even really 
materialise after Haggas won the Derby with 
Shaamit in 1996. 

"My first ambition was to have a winner at every 
racecourse and we achieved that by 1996," 

Haggas said. "That same year we won the Derby 
with Shaamit but it didn't attract more horses to us. 
The year after we had a virus in the yard and had 
the worst year we've ever had with just 12 
winners."

that season. "Superstar Leo came along and we 
have been full ever since/' Haggas said. "In the last 
five years things have snowballed, really due to 
quality. 

"Sheikh Hamdan started to send us horses in 
2005. He has been fantastic but he isn't the single 
reason we have improved. 

"We have had some good successes on the track 
and are fortunate that people seem to want to send 
us horses." 

Haggas has steadily transformed Somerville 
Lodge into one of the most state-of-the-art training 
yards in the country. He has introduced an equine 
spa and a treadmill which enables a horse to be 


exercised without a rider on its back. "All these 
tools that can aid training have to be useful," he 
said. "The treadmill and the spa were expensive to 
put in and to run, but they have bought a massive 
contribution to the yard." 

Haggas' successes mean he is a busy man - and 
his role within the NTF also takes up time. 

"I quite enjoy it but find it massively frustrating 
that so few people seem to bother about the 
future," he said. 

Happily for racing, it has a man of action and 
purpose in Haggas. His rise and rise during the last 
four decades are nothing if not proof of that.

W HEN PROHIBIT ROARED past 
some of the best sprinters in the 
world at Royal Ascot last summer, 
he landed a blow for the smaller trainer. 

The treasured possession of a Group One 
win is hard to come by for even the biggest 
of yards - there are after all only 32 races 
holding the prestigious ranking in the UK. 

So for a small stable to claim such a prize 
is a stand-out feat which puts connections 
on the map. 

And that is exactly what the son of Oasis 
Dream did when landing the King's Stand 
Stakes at Ascot last summer for trainer 
Robert Cowell. 

"It was a brilliant day/' said the handler 
from Bottisham Heath Stud. "I didn't really 
believe it even when he went past the 
winning post, we were all a bit in shock. 

"Not that I didn't think the horse couldn't 
win. It was more 'is this really going to 
happen to me, a small-time trainer to win 
such a prestigious event on such a grand 
stage?'. That's what I didn't quite 
comprehend." 

Seven-year-old Prohibit has an impressive 
record, with 18 placed finishes on the Flat 
from 33 starts. But finding his ideal distance 
has presented a problem. 

"I think where we had it wrong to start 
with - which is why John Gosden didn't get 
the best out of him - is because he was 
running over further, six or seven," 
said Cowell. 

"And he evidently doesn't stay six or 
seven. He would stay six if he was rated 95 
and he would win a nice race over six, but 
now he is in the top class, he is only a five- 
furlong horse. 

"If you look through Timeform they give 
him a bit of a squiggle, which basically 
means un-genuine. The horse is far from un- 
genuine - he is one of the most genuine 
horses in training. 

"He constantly runs at that high level and 
he produces at the highest level. I think the 
squiggle probably comes from his earlier 
days when he was hitting the front and the 
head would come up in the air and he 
wasn't enjoying it, he didn't stay. 

"That kind of look is perceived to be un- 
genuine, but it was just because it was not 
his right trip." 

Prohibit maintained his early-season form 
from Dubai last year throughout 2011. And 
it is a 12 months Cowell recalls fondly. 

"He was very consistent and I think that's 
why people latched on to him, and he 
became a bit of a favourite for some people, 
simply because you knew you got a run for 
your money if you're a punter," said Cowell. 

"He has the most amazing, placid 
temperament. He is lovely. He'd be your 
best friend if he was a human. He's a bloody 
nice chap, is what he is." 

The success of Prohibit has certainly had 
an impact on the yard - their numbers are 
up considerably. 

"This year we will have more horses, we 
will have a 30 per cent increase of our 
string," said Cowell. "How much of that has 
come through Prohibit, I have no idea, but I 
would imagine a fair bit has. 

"For our business, it must have certainly 
helped quite considerably. But nothing 
happens immediately as no-one will ever 
remove horses. 

"Once people are starting to look for 
homes for horses or look for trainers then

we probably get talked about a tiny bit more 
than we used to, simply because of what we 
have achieved. We have about 38 and we 
would normally train about 28, so we are 
above our normal. 

"With the support of a lot of existing 
people, we have upped the quality of the 
horses and I think we have probably eight 
horses for the big Saturday racing days, 
which is brilliant for such a small yard." 

Prohibit is in Dubai, where he has been 
all winter with new yard neighbour 
Monsieur Joe, ready for a tilt at the Al Quoz 
Sprint on World Cup night this weekend.

And after a progressive campaign in Dubai 
over the winter, Monsieur Joe has been 
invited to run in the Group One Al Quoz 
Sprint on World Cup night. 

"I'm excited about him because I think his 
temperament's changed a little bit, and he's a 
bit more bullish than he was," said Cowell. 
"He was a bit quiet when he first came. He's 
just a bit more bullish, a bit more full of 
himself. He's got a lot more life - obviously 
he was not devoid of ability when he was

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SO WHAT IS SHE 


Laura Pike: I didn't really intend to be a 
jockey, I just kind of went with it and then I 
was really enjoying it. 

What did you intend to be? 


LP: I just intended to be a stable girl. 
When I was at racing school there were 
a couple of girls that rode a lot better 
than me, and I always felt I took the 
back step a little bit and felt I 
couldn't be a jockey because 
they were better than me and 
wanted to be jockeys. 

So what changed? 


LF It changed just 
working in it, 
becoming friends 
with new people and they are riding, and 
they inspire you to give it a go. 

I'm hard-working and like to do well and 
succeed. 


You had a break, didn’t you? 

LP: It was three-and-a-half year break. I got 
a bit heavy, and didn't really know what to 
do. 

HT: I don't think you were mentally in the 
place at the time to do it and you need to 
be 100 per cent there if you are ever going 
to succeed as a jockey. 

I think it probably wasn't a bad thing that 
Laura stepped out of the bubble. It's trial 
and error, it's part of life. 

She had given something else a go, but 
found that racing is where her passion is. I 
think Laura thought because she had gone, 
could she come back? 

Laura's attitude, she is the most competitive 
person I have ever met.

C lassic ambitions would be 

understandable for Hayley Turner this 
season. It would be a natural next step 
after her Group One breakthrough successes on 
Dream Ahead and Margot Did last season. 

But the jockey has what should be a relatively 
more simple target in mind. 

"My aim is to just stay in one piece this year," 
she said. "I'm not due an injury." 

That is in reference to the broken ankle she 
suffered in August which curtailed her season, 
coming as it did two years after she suffered a 
head injury. 

"It was a shame it got cut short because I was 
having such a fantastic season," said Turner. 

"But I think you have to look on the bright side 
with all these things - two Group One winners 
and a four-month holiday, so it was ideal really! 

"It's always difficult to get a Group One 
winner for any jockey. There's such competition, 
it's just about getting on the right horse. 

"It certainly wasn't an intended plan at the 
beginning of the season. It's difficult to set any 
realistic targets in racing. If you're in the zone at 


the beginning of the season and 
you're focused, what will be, will 
be. It's about just finding the right 
horse." 

Turner admits that the lay-off did 
her a world of good. "It wasn't difficult 
at all - it was brilliant," she said. "I lived 
the dream for four months. I had already 
had a good season and basically the peak 
season was over. 

"I did miss it, but at the same time it's almost 
good for you to step out of the racing bubble 
some times and get into the normal world. 

"Mentally, it's done me good." 

So is a Classic win the next target? And does 
Turner worry about matching last season? 

"It's everyone's ambition, isn't it," she said. 
"Riding a Group One winner and a Classic is 
two very different things. Everyone dreams of 
having a Classic. I'm not worried, 
because I wouldn't expect to have a 
season like that again. I'm just 
going to work as hard as I can."

HT: Michael Bell has got tennis courts and 
you have to be on her team otherwise you 
are scared. 

She will shout, and it's like you are going to 
win a gold medal, the seriousness that goes 
into a game of tennis on a summer's 
afternoon. 

If you are partners, do you take 
instruction well? Does Hayley listen? 

HT: If I'm on her team, I wouldn't dare not 
listen, you do as you're told. 


H AVING ONCE TURNED her back on 
racing, Laura Pike is hoping to achieve 
all she can from the sport. Her hopes 
remain grounded - seeking a winner live on 
terrestrial TV, one at Newmarket and to reach 
double figures in the winners' column. But her 
route in the sport is interesting. After attending 
the British Racing School from 18, a number of 
factors saw her leave racing for three-and-a-half 
years. 

Pike worked at the Card Factory in 
Newmarket before enrolling for a computer 
course and then working at The British 
Horseracing and Education Standards Trust. 

"Then I got a bit bored, so started riding out 
again, one lot in the morning and then going 
into the office," said Pike. 

"My boss (David Simcock) had a couple of 
horses going to Dubai, and I went for a little 
holiday out there. As it was my favourite horse 
(Noble Citizen) I was allowed to go. 

"I then just wanted to get my licence out 
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again. My attitude had changed again." She 
now works for Simcock, but does she regret 
that time away from racing? 

"In some ways, yes and in some no," said 
Pike. "The main thing for me is my age, 
because I can't ride in apprentice races. 

"I spoke to my agent a few times and he said 
if you rode in apprentice races you would have 
had probably 30 more rides a year because 
people had rung up for me. 

"It's a shame, because I am missing out on 
those rides. But on the other hand I look at it as 
well that the break has made me stronger and 
come back with a better attitude." 

She is enjoying being back in the sport, and 
her ambitions are modest. 

"I wanted 10 winners last year and I got 
seven, so the aim this year is to get at least 10 
winners and ride a winner on TV," she said. 

"I think you have to be realistic as well. I 
can't say I want to ride 30 winners because last 
year I got 100 rides. To ride 30 winners from 
100 rides would be pretty good odds." 


Had you seen what everybody else had 
done in that spell you were away, 
contemporaries and friends? 

HT: There were people that were riding that 
Laura was better than. 

LF I looked at that and thought 'well 
they've done it, then I can do that because I 
think I'm better than them'. 

HT: Maybe before when she was riding she 
didn't have the confidence, and I think it's 
something you get with age. On my first few 
rides, when I was 18, I was brutal. I was 
really rubbish and I don't know how I ever 
had a winner, but I did. The older you get, the 
more confident you get and the stronger you 
get. I do think it probably takes girls a little 
bit longer to get stronger. The lads can ride at 
18 and get straight into it. 

LF I came back a different rider to what I 
was before, certainly. Stronger, more 
confident, more focussed and it just made a 
difference. 

HT: I gave myself a year out, went to

America and just strengthened up and 
learned a lot out there and came back a 
different rider. 

How would use describe Hayley? 
Either as a rider or in general. 

LP: She is someone to look up to. If I 
think I have given something a bad ride, 
Hayley will tell me and be completely 
honest. 

I know she is doing that to help me. A lot 
of people wouldn't ask her, but I would 
because it counts what she says because 
she has made it and done well. 

It's nice that she would watch me and 
help me. 

HT: Being critical of yourself is key to 
always getting better. There are a handful 
of girls that ride that wouldn't ask me 
anything, and that's fine. 

LF And they wouldn't even say 'oh, I 
gave that a bad ride'. I think you need to 



be hard on yourself because you're not 
going to improve otherwise. 

In terms of off the track, personality- 
wise, what's she like? 

LF She's good fun. 

HT: We do have some good times. In the 
peak season it's difficult. But it was really 
nice when I won the July Cup because it 
was a day you couldn't have scripted 
better. 

When I got off the horse, walking in, 

' Laura was there. She sorted out dinner 
in The Fountain, she booked the room 
in the yard for a party to get all my 
friends together - she organised it all. 
There was no racing the next day, so it 
was just brilliant. 

LP: Dream Ahead is at my yard, David 
Simcock's. My mum and dad were down 
and I said 'we've got to go to the racing 
because Hayley is riding Dream Ahead'.

We rushed up there and watched it. I left

He was 
stepped up in class for the Autumn 
Stakes at Newmarket next time and, 
although beaten into second, he 
was the one to take from the race as 
he ran too green to do himself full 
justice. 

He is a half-brother to the Grade 
One-winning Redwood and it 
would be no surprise to see this colt 
get better with age and make his 
mark at the top level this year and 
beyond over middle distances. He 
is likely to tip up in a Derby trial 
somewhere in the spring. 

Kissed 

Aid an O'Brien 

MAYBE IS the most high-profile of 
the Ballydoyle fillies preparing for 


her Classic year, but this well-bred 
individual is another to bear in 
mind. The three-year-old is a three- 
parts sister to last year's Derby hero 
Pour Moi, with Gagnoa, another 
decent sibling, backing up the 
breeding. 

Kissed did not make her eagerly- 
anticipated introduction until early 
October, but it was well worth the 
wait as she overcame obvious signs 
of inexperience to win in deeply 
impressive fashion. She is 
unsurprisingly entered everywhere, 
but you would think she is more of 
an Oaks prospect than a challenger 
for the 1000 Guineas. 

Excelebration

SNAPPED UP by the Coolmore 
camp after a fine Classic year for 
Marco Botti, Excelebration should 
prove a potent force in all the top 
races over a mile this season.

V ISITORS TO THE 

National Horseracing 
Museum can track 
Newmarket's historic 
connections with royalty 
through the latest 
exhibition. Royal 
Newmarket sports a cluster 
of artefacts as well as 
paintings, including the 
infamous lost shoe from the 
Queen's colt, Carlton House, 
which contributed to his 
defeat in last year's Investec 
Derby. 

Details of the Queen's 
most recent visit to 
Newmarket to see the town's 
day centre in May sit 
alongside information about 
the Time Team dig which saw 
Tony Robinson and his team 
of archaeologists turn parts of 
the site of the late 1 7th 
century Palace Stables upside 
down over the summer in their 
hunt for proof that Charles II had 
stabled his racehorses there. 

The remains of Charles M's 
palace and stables will be put 
further under the spotlight as 
displays on the future of the site 
spring up during the year. 

But the High Street museum's 
exhibition looks right back to the 
original palace of James I - where 
Moons toyshop now stands - and 
tells how his son, Charles I, was 
in Newmarket at the outset of the 
civil war. 

A display tells how King James' 
palace was disposed of. Much of 
it was destroyed, but architectural 
drawings on show tentatively 
suggest the original structure 
could have been an inspiration for 
the design of the new palace built 
by Charles II, or even that some of 
the surviving old building could 
have been incorporated. 

A salt glaze stoneware mug 
from the mid-18th century 
bearing the image of a greyhound 
was unearthed during the 
restoration of Palace House in the 
1990s and is likely to be from the 
Greyhound Inn, which did 
become part of the palace after it 
ceased to be a watering hole. 

Thomas Rowlandson's drawing, 
How To Escape Winning , shows 
George IV tipping Jockey Sam 
Chifney a wink in 1 791, and gives 
visitors another insight how the 
actions of the nation's royals have 
shaped the fortunes of the town. 
The prince, who was reprimanded 
by the Jockey Club, stood by the 
Jockey accused of pulling a race 
and sold his racing interests in 
Newmarket. 

Emil Adam's painting, Diamond 
Jubilee, stands centre stage in the 
room, linking the past to the 
monarch, who is patron of the 
museum after opening it in 1983 
and is celebrating her 60-year 
reign this year. 

Chris Garibaldi, director of the 
museum, said: "It's a real insight 
into Newmarket's royal heritage 
and with a particular focus on the 
two palaces and the history of the 
Palace House site. 

"But also it is a fun opportunity 
for us to celebrate the Diamond 
Jubilee year." ■ RACING2012

But there was a 
time when Amy 
was raking it in 

ON her route to becoming a trainer, Amy 
Weaver had an interesting second job. 

For a couple of years she would ride out in 
the mornings, sleep for a few hours and then 
head out to be a croupier at a Mayfair casino 
in the evening. 

And Weaver learned some lessons that she 
has been able to take back into the racing 
industry. 

“It taught me not to worry in terms of 
money,” she said. “You can’t worry about how 
much each horse costs - you have to treat 
them all the same and, obviously, try to look 
after them to your best. 

“When you are in the casino, somebody 
would be playing 50p chips one minute and 
then the next minute they are playing a £1,000 
chip. Suddenly, there is £200,000 on the table. 

“You can’t let that affect you. You’re dealing a 
game, and it’s the same game whether you’re 
dealing with a high-stakes game or whether 
it’s a low-stakes game - people expect to be 
treated the same. 

“It’s a little bit the same with the horses. 
Don’t get too over-excited and wound up 
because you think you’ve got a good horse. 
Just try and relax about it and treat it the 
same as you treat another horse because you 
are more likely to mess it up by changing 
things and worrying.” 

She added: “It taught me a little bit about 
dealing with people because, before that, I 
had only worked in the racing industry as a 
stable lad. 

“It was the definitely the biggest thing I 
learned from the casino, the people skills.”

D OOM AND GLOOM seem to have 
pervaded all parts of British culture in 
recent years and racing is no different. 
There are many negative voices quick to knock 
the industry, so when you meet someone such as 
Amy Weaver it is uplifting. 

The 30-year-old trainer took out her licence in 
2008, so not only has she had the challenge of 
being a relatively new kid on the block, but also 
doing it in austere times. 

But Weaver offers a refreshing, upbeat approach 
to her trade when it would perhaps be easy for her 
to be of the opposite opinion. 

And it is easy to see why that infectious 
enthusiasm could rub off on prospective owners. 
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"The recession was hitting pretty much when I 
started up, so I haven't really known anything 
different," said Weaver, who trains out of 
Woodlands, Lower Yard. 

"On a positive side, I think there is an 
opportunity for owners to get better horses. If I 
was starting up when horses were at the height of 
their costs we would have been struggling to get 
into the market and struggling to buy anything. 

"So I think, from an owners' point of view, you 
can buy a lot better horse for your money these 
days. 

"They're putting better and better horses in the 
claiming races because people will not buy them. 
So there is a good opportunity for us to buy some 


better quality horses that we know can run and 
win races for a cheap amount. 

"Deerslayer was one that we claimed at a race 
for £10,000. He had already won five races that 
year and we won again with him a few weeks 
later. From that angle, I think it's a real positive. 

"It's an expensive business and it's a luxury, so 
you worry. But I think any new business worries 
starting up. I didn't have a choice about the 
recession and I haven't known anything different." 

Weaver admits she has been lucky with her 
owners, going from six horses in her first year to 
15 now. But numbers are not important to Weaver 
- quality is. "We're trying to be economical for 
owners and trying to find horses that can win 


races," she said. "The daily costs are the same for 
each trainer. You might spend a bit more on 
certain luxuries for a good horse, but mostly the 
training fees are the same. 

"So we're trying to make sure they are spent 
wisely and the horses we've got are capable of 
winning, so you're spending the training fees on a 
horse with a bit more value almost. 

"Winners are the biggest advertising you can 
get. I was never going to start off and expect to be 
Sir Henry Cecil, but people notice if you start 
doing well and, hopefully, send you some horses. 
It snowballs from there."

- from fewer runners, which meant a rise in 
percentages. 

"When one of those horses you've worked really 
hard on goes and wins a race, you feel so much 
more part of it," she said. "In a big yard, you're 
delighted with the successes but even a small 
success for us is very rewarding." 

One of those wins came on a slightly different 
venture as Weaver took two horses out to Denmark, 
and returned with victory for Piccoluck and third 
place for Angel Cake. 

"It's an entertainment industry, and British racing 
has a lot of problems," she said. "It needs to sort out 
the prize money. 

"Last year there was a good effort made with the 


Horsemen's Group for the Horsemen's Tariff to up 
prize money. I personally cannot do anything to 
change the fact that my horses aren't running for 
great prize money, so let's try to give the owners 
some entertainment. 

"If we haven't got horses good enough to run at 
Royal Ascot every year then let's try and give them a 
good day out at Denmark. 

"It was beautiful and the owners were really well 
looked after." 

She added: "We're trying to make it fun for the 
owners as well and trying to give them something 
back out of it. You cannot tell them to come here 
and you are going to make them a fortune' because 
it's not likely going to happen." ■ RACING 2012

Morris ticks off the 
milestones on road 

things 



H E HAD MORE rides in 2011 than any 
other jockey - and notched up more 
thanl 00 winners. Not only that, but 
he finished fifth in the overall jockeys' table 
and won the all-weather championship for 
the first time. 

Yet Luke Morris, the hardest-working man in 
the weighing-room, still managed to somewhat 
slip under the radar last season with the media 
and public alike. 

Not that the 23-year-old would judge success 
on acclaim from such quarters. For him, it 
seems achievements themselves matter most. 

"Getting the century of winners was a 
massive milestone for me," said Morris. "Every 
year I try to get better and ride more winners 
than the year before, and it had been a big 
target of mine. 

"It was also great to win the all-weather 
championship. At the start of the season I said 
to my agent Neill Allen that I'd like to go for the 
title. He said it would be hard but to go for it. I 
like setting myself targets and it was really great 
to win it. 

"I think it is a good thing to have on your CV 
and can lead to bigger things. I look at Neil 
Cal Ian, he won the all-weather title and is now 
riding good horses for Roger Varian." 

Morris rode in 1,330 races last year - more 
than 100 more than any other jockey in Britain 
and Ireland. It's something of an 
understatement, then, to say that Morris pushes 
himself - and his car - to the limit as he goes 
up and down the country seeking success. 

"I just want to ride as many winners as I can," 
said Newmarket-raised Morris. "At the moment 
I am young, fit and healthy and that means I 
can keep it going. I know I won't be able to go 
on like this for ever, but I want to make the 
most of it." 

Morris has spent the early months of 2012 
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battling to defend his all-weather crown and 
regularly has a full book of rides. Despite this, 
he considers the early months of the year to be 
his 'down time' and a chance to catch up on 
some much-needed sleep. 

He said: "Through the winter I don't ride out 
in the mornings and use it as a time to have a 
lie-in and catch up on a bit of rest. I just go off 
racing in the afternoons. It means I'll be fresh 
for the turf season - when I am getting up early 
to ride work, most days." 

The action on the grass starts on Saturday, 
and Morris is determined to maintain the 
momentum he has gained from riding winners 
on the all-weather. One of his major targets is 
to increase the quality of his rides. 

He explained: "I would like to ride at the top 
meeting on a Saturday, hopefully with a chance 
of winning a big race." 

He has already shown that he is more than 
capable when riding on the big stage. Indeed, 
he knows how to boot one home in a top race. 

On 'Arc' day at Longchamp in 2010, Morris 
secured his first Group One winner on the 


Clive Cox-trained Gilt Edge Girl in the 2010 Prix 
de L'Abbaye. But success can be a double- 
edged sword: the buzz is immeasurable, but 
leaves you wanting more of the same. 

"Winning my first Group One was an 
unbelievable day," Morris said. "It is days like 
that which make all the long hours and hard 
work worthwhile. I will never forget it, but it left 
me craving for more opportunities at that level." 

The good news in that department is that 
Morris' industry is opening plenty of 
possibilities. Incredibly, he rode for no fewer 
than 166 trainers in 2011. His main suppliers of 
winners were Clive Cox, Stan Moore, John Best 
and Ron Harris, although the statistics show 
that he is very much a freelance. 

So how does he manage to keep all his 
trainer contacts happy? "Luckily, I have a great 
agent in Neil Allen, who I speak to up to four 
times a day and he does a great job letting 
everyone know the plan in plenty of time." 
Morris said. "I hate letting people down." 

If he is very much his own boss at present, 
one day in the future Morris wouldn't mind 
being snapped up by one of Newmarket's big 
battalions. In fact, it would be rather 
appropriate for a home-produced talent to land 
a plum job as a top stable's retained jockey. 

He said: "I live in Newmarket and, ideally, 
one day I would like to be attached to one of 
the big yards in the town. 

"I started going to the British Racing School 
when I was about 13 or 14. Actual school was 
never really my thing, so I loved going up there 
as it got me a day off and I really enjoyed it. The 
racing school is essential for people like me and 
they really teach you the ins and outs of racing." 

Indeed, if the current class of aspiring young 
jockeys at the school find themselves in need of 
a role model, then they could do a lot worse 
than look at Luke Morris. ■ RACING 2012

A WORLD OF FLYING 


I T IS WIDELY regarded that the realm of 
international racing is expanding at a 
momentous rate. 

The options around the world prompted the 
moving of the Champions Day to Ascot - as 
well as the creation of the Champions' Series - 
with the ultimate aim of rivalling Arc day and 
the Breeders' Cup. 

But the idea of rapid growth in global racing 
- and the UK being left behind - could be 
countered by some cold, hard facts. 

In order to become globetrotters, horses and 
trainers need the means to get around the world 
- and one of the facilitators is IRT. 

With business in the UK and Europe, North 
America, Australia and New Zealand, they are 
well-placed to give an overview on the 
demands to get horses to the biggest race 
meetings. 

"We've been on an incline with regards to 
numbers for the last 25 years really," said Jim 
Paltridge, director of IRT UK & Europe. 

"It is a growing business, but it is growing 
mainly due to the sport-horse world rather than 
the racing world. Certainly there are more 
racehorses going around the world, but the 
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number of racehorses going around the world is 
exceedingly small. 

"It is a very tiny fraction of what horses fly 
around the world - probably 0.5 per cent 
maybe, or not even that. The majority of them 
are competition horses, equestrian horses, 
endurance horses and breeding stock. 

"There are only a handful of horses that can 
run in a specific race. You've got the Breeders 
Cup, the Melbourne Cup, the Hong Kong 
International, the Singapore International and 
Dubai, where people will fly out to base 
themselves with a few horses for the season. 
And, of course, you've got the Dubai World 
Cup. 

"But there's not many horses flying round the 
world to race. Of course, if you have got the 
horse you can go on the world stage, but there 
is only a small number at that level. 

"We transport well over 5,000 horses a year 
as a company, and I would say, of those, if you 
had 50 as racehorses that would probably be it. 

"There are some countries that would import 
horses to run. For example, Hong Kong buys 
horses here and Macau buys horses here, as 
well as places like America, Australia, New 


Zealand." Paltridge did put those figures into 
further perspective, outlining that the way 
racing is treated in Dubai these days, trainers 
will take horses out for a full season. 

Most horses transported are competition 
horses, with the upmarket pleasure horse 
industry and the endurance world the two main 
growth areas, while there is a demand for 
breeding. 

Paltridge said: "The majority of 
thoroughbreds flying round the world are for 
breeding stock because of the attraction of 
certain pedigrees in different spots where 
horses have done well that may not be as 
attractive in one country. 

"The main growth end in the thoroughbred 
side has been those countries that have perhaps 
not traditionally been importers of 
thoroughbreds. Russia is starting to buy a bit, a 
number of the Gulf States who hadn't 
previously come into racing are getting into it 
more and more, India is very big, Hong Kong 
has traditionally been big and Macau is picking 
up in the respect that they are buying more 
from here than they are Australia and New 
Zealand." ■ RACING 2012 
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They're better travellers than humans, says Palmer 


L IFE IN THE clouds suits 
Andrew Palmer down to the 
ground. The IRT head groom 
spends most of his time in the 
sky, jetting round the world with 
the precious cargo, mainly to 
Australia and New Zealand. 

Palmer, from Soham, started in 
the equine world working on a 
stud farm and riding out, before 
helping at airports and doing 
quarantine work for IRT and 
then working on a few flights. 

"It is very varied and you will 
never find another job where 
you will work with so many 
different types of horses," said 
Palmer. "You are quite privileged 
in that way. You will travel with 
some of the best horses in the 
world, from whatever aspect 
they come from." 

On full flights, it usually works 
out to six horses to one 
attendant, and on any given 
flight the number of horses 
could be from 50 down to three, 
with an average of 14 or 15, 
depending on the time of year. 

"But whether you have got 50 
or three they are all given the 
same care on the flight," said 
Palmer. "You can have one 
groom to one horse - it just 
depends what the horse is and 
where you're going, so it's very 
varied. 

"People think it must be a 
nightmare flying a horse, but it's 
not. They are very well behaved 
and it's very rare you get a 
problem. 

"If you are quiet with the 


horses and calm with them, you 
tend to find that's how they will 
be. They are a lot better (on 
flights) than you would think. 

"They are much more 
adaptive than humans - they put 
up with a hell of a lot. As long as 
they have their food, their water, 
they are happy. 

"You might hear a little bit on 
the first take-off, but it's more the 
noise than anything. Where they 
are standing - in the crates they 
are in - is much like travelling in 
a horsebox to them." 

Palmer said to imagine a 
typical 747 and the grooms' 
seating area is in what would be 
the first-class section - right 
behind the cockpit - where 
there is a galley, a toilet and a 
kitchen. 

Access to the main cargo deck 
is through a ladder, and every 
few hours the hay and water is 
checked. 

"The more you bother them 
the more upset they'll get," said 
Palmer. "If they're happy, you 
leave them alone. With 
experience, you'll get to know 
whether you are going to have a 
problem, especially with the 
shipment fever signs - you can 
pick up the signs. 

"They will get very quiet, start 
blowing more. You can see if a 
horse is starting to get stressed or 
sick." 

But despite transporting some 
very valuable horses, their worth 
is not what registers. 

Palmer said: "Whether you are 
travelling a stallion that's worth 



£10m or a child's pony that's 
emigrating that's worth next to 
nothing, it makes no difference - 
your job is still to get them there 
with exactly the same care. 

"More than anything, you 
never think of the money side of 
it - how much they're worth - 
it's always 'how did they travel 
last time'?" ■ RACING 2012 
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'Fever' the danger 


THE welfare of the horses 
is paramount with any of 
their cargo, and the 
grooms at IRT have to be 
particularly cautious of 
one specific health issue. 

Jim Paltridge said: “A 
big worry is injury, but the 
biggest worry with any 
sort of transport is 
actually what they call 
shipment fever. 

“It is a pleurisy horses 
get because they have got 
a very inefficient 
dispelling mechanism in 
their neck. 

“They’re a bit like a 
giraffe. When a horse is in 
the wild they have their 
head down eating 
probably 90 to 95 per cent 


of the time. They have 
evolved to have their 
germs go out with their 
saliva down their trachea 
when they have their 
head down. 

“The very nature of 
travelling a horse means 
they have to be stood 
tethered and they can’t or 
won’t - especially when 
they’re nervous - put 
their heads down to allow 
the natural mechanism 
to work. 

“Therefore chest 
problems, which can 
develop into 

life-threatening problems 
very quickly, are the 
biggest worry you have 
with long-distance travel.”

A year of Ex-celebration 
gives Botti bright future 


O NE SWALLOW DOES not a 

summer make, but one horse 
and one summer could be the 
making of Marco Botti. 

The Italian trainer is in his sixth year in 
Newmarket, and while he has been 
steady establishing himself as one of the 
industry's most promising talents, 2011 
could be described as his breakthrough 
year. 

In any other season, Excelebration may 
have been the most talked about horse 
of the Classic generation. It was just 
unfortunate for the Exceed and Excel 
colt that he ran up against the 
breathtaking Frankel. 

Excelebration was always hot on the 
hooves of the superstar, running second 
to him in two races - the Greenham 
Stakes and the Queen Elizabeth II Stakes 
- and third in the St James's Palace 
Stakes. 

But there was also success for 
Excelebration, with victory in the 
German 2000 Guineas by seven lengths, 
the Group Two Hungerford Stakes, and 
providing a breakthrough for the yard in 
the Prix du Moulin. 

"It was our first Group One winner in 
Europe, in France," said Botti. "With 
Excelebration, he was a nice two-year- 
old and we always held him in high 
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regard for the winter. "In the spring, he 
started showing when we started our fast 
work, and he was coming along nicely. 
We thought he could be our high hope 
for big races - and he didn't let us down. 

"Frankel, we see probably once every 
50 years. What he did in the Guineas 
was astonishing, you don't see many 
horses winning in that style. 

"Excelebration was a top Group One 
horse. However, the first two years we 
always had decent horses to run in the 
Group races." 

Those other horses included Gitano 
Hernando, who won the Grade One 
Goodwood Stakes at Santa Anita in 
2009, and Ray mi Coya, who earned 
them a first Group success in the Oh So 
Sharp Stakes in 2007. 

Excelebration was purchased by 
Coolmore in August, and is now being 
trained by at Ballydoyle by Aidan 
O'Brien 

"We were a little sad when we lost 
Excelebration," said Botti. "We knew it 
was going to happen, but when a good 
horse leaves the yard it leaves huge hole. 

"However, we have to move on. We 
have a lot of horses and we're looking 
forward to a top season." 

So the task for Botti is to find the next 
stable star of Green Ridge. 



"A young trainer needs one every year 
to show and make sure the name is 
always at the big meetings and for all the 
important races," he said. 

"If you ask any trainer, they would say 
it's always hard to replace a good horse. 
For a trainer, that's what we are all 
hunting. The yearlings come in and they 
are all dreams - you hope one will be a 
proper horse. It's a challenge - I think it's 
a challenge every year to find a good 
horse. 

"It's not guaranteed to find a good one 
every year but the trainers always hope 
until the spring, until you start to put the 
pressure on them, and you hope you can 
find out whether they can be good 
enough for Classic races, that's 
what it's all about." 

And there is plenty to be 
excited about for Botti, 
who first moved to 
New-market in 2006. 

They will 
move to a new 
stable at the 
end of the year, 
which has been 
made possible by 
the displays 
of the likes of 
Gitano Hernando 


and Excelebration (below). "We're 
looking forward to the move to the new 
yard," he said. "We're building a new 
yard on the other side, on the Fordham 
Road, Bury side. It's just behind Luca 
Cumani's yard and Ed Dunlop. We will 
have 80 boxes there, so a new facility. 

"It's a good project, great facilities. 
We've been lucky and successful from 
here but it's definitely not going to be a 
disadvantage to move over to the other 
side - the posher side of the town. 

"We have been renting for five years 
now, so it's nice to own the yard." 
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Planteur to 
sow seeds 
for next 
generation 

PLANTEUR is one of the 
contenders to be the 
next star of Green Ridge 
Stables. 

The five-year-old son 
of Danehill Dancer was 
transferred to Marco 
Botti two weeks after 
Excelebration left the 
yard. 

Planteur has primarily 
been raced in France, 
earning five wins - 
including a Group One - 
and four seconds from 
his 14 starts, and his 
first focus is likely to be 
the Dubai World Cup. 

“We were excited and 
chuffed when we heard 
that the owner decided 
to send Planteur,” said 
Botti. ‘Just the last two 
races he didn’t run at his 
best. 

“Maybe one of the 
reasons is that they 
dropped him back to a 
mile and he is probably 
a mile-and-a-quarter 
horse. He has done well 
since we got him in 
December.” 

Botti has some horses 
that were lightly raced 
as juveniles which he 
hopes could develop 
into nice three-year- olds, 
including Solar Deity, 
who is by Exceed and 
Excel - the same as 
Excelebration - and won 
his maiden at Kempton 
in November. 

“He is a horse that 
has shown a lot of 
ability at home, and we 
always liked him,” said 
the handler. “He won 
nicely, so we’re hoping 
that he could turn into a 
nice three-year-old. 

“He will hold some 
fancy entries like the 
Guineas and those kind 
of races - whether he 
gets there is a different 
matter. 

“He’s not the only 
one. We have some 
unraced three-year-olds 
which last year were 
immature and backward, 
so we’ve just been 
gentle with them and 
now they start to 
blossom.”

meets vet 

Simon Waterhouse 


W ITH THE NEW Flat season all set 
to start, it is not only the trainers 
and jockeys from the industry 
professionals who are readying themselves 
in Newmarket. 

Just as busy will be the town's small army 
of vets, including Simon Waterhouse 
Waterhouse is a partner at Newmarket 
Equine Hospital, one of the most renowned 
veterinary practices in the country. He 
specialises in racehorses in training and is 
linked primarily with the yards of Peter 
Chapple-Hyam, James Fanshawe and 
Roger Varian. 

Just about every trainer will outline how 
vital it is for a yard to have a top vet 
available. They play a vital role in ensuring 
that horses reach the track in the best 
possible condition. 

"The relationship between trainer and vet 
is very important," Waterhouse said. "It 
takes a long time to build up a sense of 
teamwork. I am lucky to be part of some 
very good teams and work with some very 
successful trainers." 

Waterhouse's 'office' is within his clients' 
yards. During the season he makes daily 
visits, aided by his colleague MarkTunstill. 

"It's not a nine til five job," he said. "I 
spend a lot of the time on the phone darting 
between yards when I'm called. 

"Mark is good at all the technical stuff. 
We work as a team as it is very important to 
get continuity and know every horse in the 
yard and how each trainer works." 

As well as Chapple-Hyam, Fanshawe and 
Varian, Waterhouse looks after Chris 
Dwyer, Tim Pitt, Toby Coles and John Butler. 

Nine times out of 10 he will be called out 
to treat minor problems such as coughs, 
snotty noses, cuts and sore feet. But every 
so often there is a serious incident, and he 
has to be the bearer of bad news. 

"Breaking bad news never gets any 
easier," he said. "Where animals are 
involved there are always disappointments 
and setbacks and you feel guilty breaking 
the news to the trainers. 

"It must be gut-wrenching to know that 
something you have invested so much time 
and effort in will not be able to run for a 
long time - if ever. 

"However, the disappointments make 
you enjoy the successes more." 

Luckily for Waterhouse, he has 
celebrated a number of great days and has 
been associated with some of the town's 
leading performers. 

"I am hugely thrilled when my trainers 
are successful and feel part of it. I was there 
to see Authorized (Peter Chapple-Hyam) 
win the Derby in 2007, which was great, 
and also last year when Deacon Blues and 
Society Rock won on the same day at Royal 
Ascot for James Fanshawe." 

Waterhouse is based at the 
state-of-the-art Newmarket Equine Hospital, 
which is located on the outskirts of town. 

There are 30 vets employed there and a

Just about every trainer will outline how 
vital it is for a yard to have a top vet 
available.

"The relationship between trainer and vet 
is very important," Waterhouse said.

We work as a team as it is very important to 
get continuity and know every horse in the 
yard and how each trainer works."

Nine times out of 10 he will be called out 
to treat minor problems such as coughs, 
snotty noses, cuts and sore feet. But every 
so often there is a serious incident, and he 
has to be the bearer of bad news. 

"Breaking bad news never gets any 
easier," he said. "Where animals are 
involved there are always disappointments 
and setbacks and you feel guilty breaking 
the news to the trainers.

miles annually, the Mondeo’s 
reliability isn’t diminished, 
only 15 per cent require a 
warranty claim each year as 
opposed to the Passat which 
has a 44 per cent chance of 
acquiring a fault.

Fuel: These are anxious times for drivers 
as prices peak. 


IT seems like a very long time 
since the Budget speech had 
any good news in it, 
regardless of which side of 
the House was doing the 
talking, writes Matt Joy of PA 
News. 

Regardless of the intention, the 
average motorist feels put-upon and 
that the car is the one element of our 
daily lives that never benefits from a 
tax cut. 

Any hopes of the motorist getting 
a break in the 2012 Budget were 
dashed as Chancellor George 
Osborne announced that the 
planned fuel duty rise in August this 
year would go ahead. 

On August 1, a fuel duty increase 
of 3.02p will take effect, which could 
see diesel prices reach 150p per litre 
if the price of crude continues its 
current trend. 

Edmund King, AA president, says: 
“At a time of record prices at the 


pumps, the August increase in duty 
is a budget blow-out which will force 
drivers off the road and could bring 
a summer of discontent for many. 

“We have heard much about tax 
allowances but the increase in fuel 
duty makes no allowance for car- 
dependent, rural and disabled 
drivers. 

“Only last week the Prime Minister 
told American students that UK fuel 
prices would make them 'faint’, yet 
the Government seems intent on 
inflicting more pain for no gain on 
drivers. 

“Ironically, such a hike in duty 
doesn’t necessarily help government 
finances as people will cut spending 
at the pumps and in shops, and it 
could fuel inflation.” 

What this will do is make all 
drivers ever more fuel-savvy and 
conscious of their vehicle emissions. 

Vehicle Excise Duty has also 
increased, although this is an as- 
expected change in line with 
inflation. Cars in bands A to C have 


no increase, bands D-J increase by 
£5 for 12 months, band K by £10, 
while bands L and M increase by 
£15. 

So the desirability of small, fuel- 


efficient cars will be maintained, all 
of us will pay closer attention to our 
driving style and as a result the 
world will be a cleaner place - at 
least that’s the theory.
